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President  Antonucci  steps  up  to  the  plate

The  inauguration  of  Robert 
V.  Antonucci  as  the  1  Oth  pres- 
ident of  Fitchburg  State 
College  is  slated  to  begin  at 
1:30  p.m.  on  April  2  in  the 
Recreation  Center.  The  entire 
campus  community  will  cele- 
brate this  event,  which  repre- 
sents yet  another  milestone  in 
a  career  of  service. 

A  30-year  veteran  of  edu- 
cation, Antonucci  served  as 
the  Commonwealth's  com- 
missioner of  education  from 
1992  to  1998.  He  was  respon- 
sible for  all  of  the  state's  early 
childhood,  elementary,  sec- 
ondary, vocational  and  tech- 
nical and  adult  basic  educa- 
tional programs.  He  played  a 
key  role  in  the  passage  and 
enactment  of  the  state's  his- 
toric Education  Reform  Act 
of  1 993,  a  landmark  law  now 
seen  as  a  national  model. 

Managing  a  staff  of  470 
and  a  budget  of  $3.4  billion, 
he  fundamentally  reformed 
the  state's  education  finance 
system,  school  governance, 
curriculum  development  and 
charter  schools.  During  his 
tenure,  Antonucci  also  estab- 
lished one  of  the  nation's 
most  aggressive  capital  cam- 
paigns for  education  initia- 
tives, raising  more  than 
$12million  from  federal  and 
private  sources. 

Antonucci  left  the  com- 
missioner's position  to 
become  president  and  chief 
executive  officer  of  Harcourt 
Learning  Direct  and 
Harcourt  Higher  Education. 


This  week,  Fitchburg  State  College  alum,  Robert  V.  Antonucci  will  be  inaugurated  as 
FSC's  I  Oth  President. 


He  also  served  as  chief 
executive  officer  of 
Harcourt  Learning  and  the 
California  College  for 
Health  Sciences.

Before  being  named  com- 
missioner of  education, 
Antonucci  was  for  12  years 
superintendent  of  schools  in 
Falmouth.  As  superintendent, 
he  served  as  the  chief  execu- 
tive   officer   of    the    town's 


school  system,  which  includ- 
ed approximately  4,700  stu- 
dents and  650  employees. 

From  1974  to  1980, 
Antonucci  served  as  assistant 
superintendent  of  the 
Leominster  Public  Schools. 
He  began  his  career  in  educa- 
tion in  1967  as  a  teacher  and 
administrator  in  the 
Lunenburg  schools. 

Antonucci  earned  bache- 
lor's and  master's  degrees 
from  Fitchburg  State  and  a 
doctorate  in  education  from 
Boston  University,  where  he 

also  served  as  an  adjunct  fac- 
ulty member  from  1994  to 
1998,  teaching  graduate 
courses  on  state  and  local 
politics  and  education. 

Antonucci  was  awarded  an 
honorary  degree  from 
Fitchburg  State  in  2001,  and 
has  also  been  presented  with 
the  Alumni  Association's 
Distinguished  Alumnus 

Award.  In  addition,  he  holds 
honorary  degrees  from 
Endicott  College  and  the 
Mass  Maritime  Academy.

I  remember  clearly  how  I 
felt  while  struggling  through 
assignments  and  tests  when  I 
started  college.  I  wanted  to 
achieve  high  grades,  and  I  made 
sure  I  handed  in  all  my  assign- 
ments, but  I  fell  behind  anyway 
-  mainly  because  o  f  a  lack  of 
motivation  and  preparation. 

Since  then,  I  think  I've  fig- 
ured out  exactly  what  my  mis- 
takes were.  This  semester  I've 
turned  over  a  new  leaf  and 
begun  practicing  what  I've 
learned  about  successfully 
handling  college  work. 

There  are  two  things 
students  can  focus  on  to 
improve  their  progress:  read- 
ing and  planning. 

When  a  professor  goes 
over  the     syllabus     at     the 


beginning  of  a  semester,  the 
successful  student  instantly 
focuses  on  the  suggested  and 
required  reading,  in  addition 
to  looking  into  assignments. 

The  struggling  student 
who  pays  attention  only  to 
due  dates,  and  to  what  must 
be  handed  in,  can  expect  to 
keep  on  struggling. 

In  other  words,  it's  a  matter 
of  really  doing  the  reading  and 
planning.  Only  the  students 
themselves  will  know  if  they've 
really  done  so,  but  these  are  the 
things  that  make  a  difference. 

It  seems  like  doing  all  of  the 
reading  and  planning  for  an 
assignment  would  be  a  lot  of 
additional  work  as  compared  to 
doing  and  quick  write-up  and 
handing  it  in.  However,  one 
thing  I've  noticed  is  that  it  is 
truly  easier  to  be  prepared  and  it 


does  seem  like  less  work,  even 
though  I've  spend  much  more 
time  in  front  of  open  textbooks. 

I  find  myself  noticing  certain 
classmates  who  seem  stressed  or 
confused  during  class,  and  I  can 
remember  their  anxiety 

But  currently,  I  experience 
the  luxury  of  confidence.  I  do 
not  feel  burnt  out  from  all  the 
extra  time  I  put  into  reading 
and  homework.  Instead,  I  feel 
proud  and  happy  whenever  I 
think  of  my  classes. 

Another  thing  that  can 
make  a  big  difference  in  your 
grade  is  participation.  This 
has  its  own  category  on  a  syl- 
labus for  a  reason. 

Showing  that  you  are 
involved  or  concerned  is  key. 
Even  if  you  are  just  voicing 
your  confusion  on  a  topic, 
teachers    want    you    to    be

involved.  And  what  teachers 
want  is  important,  because 
they  are  the  ones  deciding 
your  grade. 

The  professors  will  grade 
you  on  how  they  interpret 
your  effort  and  progress.  If 
you  are  not  contributing,  and 
you're  only  handing  in  what's 
expected,  there's  nothing  out- 
standing to  be  interpreted. 

Students  can  show  they're 


going  the  extra  mile  through 
participation,  speaking  with 
the  teacher  outside  of  class, 
and  even  expressing  their 
concerns  or  worries. 

This  extra  time  that  it 
takes  to  do  above-average 
work  will  not  be  available 
unless  you  know  how  to  build 
it  into  your  schedule. 

Everything  you  need  or 
want  to  do  in  your  day  really 
has  to  be  scheduled  around 
your  homework.  You  don't 
have  to  miss  out  on  anything 
during  your  day  -  just  make 
sure  you  have  planned  time  for 
your  homework,  and  that's  the 
on  e  plan  you  won't  change. 

It  really  is  a  great  feeling 
to  be  prepared.  I  don't  feel 
tied  down.  And  by  putting  in 
a  litde  effort,  anyone  can 
achieve  this  great  reward.

Jazz  Band's  on  the  move 
and  poised  for  a  comeback

The  hills  of  Fitchburg 
State  College  are  alive  with 
the  sound  of  music,  thanks  in 
part  to  the  reinstatement  of 
the  FSC  Jazz  Band  as  no 
longer  simply  a  single  credit 
course,  but  also  a  club. 
Thanks  greatly  to  the  efforts 
of  President  Robin  Kanter, 
the  Jazz  Band  will  soon 
receive  the  benefits  of  return- 
ing to  club  status.  Robin, 
Treasurer/Band  Manager 
Natalie  Barbrie,  and 
Librarian/Secretary  Kaitlin 
Hardy,  the  band's  newly  elect- 
ed officers,  work  alongside 
Dr.  Michele  Caniato  to 
ensure  that  the  band  is  organ- 
ized and  rehearsals  and  per- 
formances run  smoothly. 

Second  semester  has  seen 
the  jazz  band  increase  drasti- 
cally in  size,  as  a  significant 
number  of  musicians  joined 
after  the  winter  break. 

This  semester,  the  band 
was  grateful  for  the  arrival  of 
a  pianist  and  a  guitarist,  and 
additions  to  the  trumpet, 
trombone,  drums  and  bass 
sections  have  greatly 
improved  the  overall  sound 
and  quality  of  musicianship. 
The  band  is  not  limited  to 
students,  however,  and  also 
contains  a  handful  of  dedi- 
cated and  talented  professors 
and  alumni. 

Many  of  these  musicians 
also  participate  in  the 
Fitchburg  State  College 
Concert  Band,  as  well  as  jug- 
gling various  other  classes, 
jobs,  clubs  and  sports.

includes  two  tenor  saxes, 
three  alto  saxes,  three  trom- 
bones, two  trumpets,  a 
pianist,  a  guitarist,  two 
bassists  and  two  drummers. 
Interested  newcomers  are 
also  welcome  and  encouraged 
at  any  time. 

The  band's  first  perform- 
'ance  this  year  was  held  on 
Dec.  3,  2003  in  Kent  Recital 
Hall. 

The  lineup  included  the 
charts  "Ease  On  Down"  by 
Carl  Strommen,  "Don't  Get 
Around  Much  Anymore"  by 
Duke  Ellington,  "In  the 
Mood"  by  Joe  Garland, 
"Boogie  Express"  by 
Manfried  Schneider,  "Isfahan" 
by  Billy  Strayhorn,  and  Bobby 
Timmons'  "Moanin."' 

On  Dec.  8,  2003,  the  Jazz 
Band  braved  the  cold  and 
provided  holiday  music  for 
the  annual  tree  lighting  cere- 
mony, held  on  the  alumni 
quad. 

Hot  chocolate  and  holiday 
cookies  were  served,  and  all  in 
attendance  had  a  good  time;

Sarah  Weddington,  the  attor- 
ney who  successfully  argued 
the  famous  Roe  vs.  Wade  case, 
will  be  the  keynote  speaker  at 
FSC's  seventh  annual 
Leadership  Conference  on 
March  31  beginning  at  2:30 
p.m.  in  Ellis  white  Lecture  Hall 
of  the  Hammond  Building. 

Dr.  Weddington  is  particu- 
larly well-known  for  her  work 
on  issues  affecting  women 
through  her  many  roles  which 
include  attorney,  legislator, 
Presidential  advisor,  professor, 
and  expert  called  upon  by  the 
national  media  and  institutions 
of  higher  learning. 

She  is  a  proven  leader  in 
government  at  the  state  and 
national  levels.  In  1973,  she 
became  the  first  women  from 
Austin  to  serve  in  the  150- 
member  Texas  House  of  rep- 
resentatives, serving  for  three 
terms.  In  1977,  she  was  the 
first  women  ever  to  hold  the

title  of  General  Counsel  of 
the  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  where  Dr. 
Weddington  supervised  more 
than  200  lawyers. 

From  1978-1981,  she  served 
as  Assistant  to  President 
Jimmy  Carter,  directing  the 
Administration's  work  on 
women's  issues  and  leadership 
outreach.      From    1983-1985, 


she  was  the  first  female  direc- 
tor of  the  Texas  Office  of 
State-Federal  Relations. 

Sarah  Weddington  was  also 
the  winning  attorney  in  one  of 
the  most  famous  cases  in  U.S. 
history:  Roe  v.  Wade.  In  that 
case,  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court 
held  that  there  is  a  constitu- 
tional right  *bf  privacy  for  indi- 
viduals to  decide  whether  to 
continue  or  terminate  an 
unwanted  pregnancy. 

Dr.  Weddington  has  always 
believed  that  government  is  not 
the  appropriate  entity  to  make 
such  a  decision.  She  is  proud  of 
having  widened  the  scope  of 
decisions  that  belong  to  women. 
She  also  writes  and  travels 
extensively,  speaking  on  the 
development  of  leadership  skills 
to  leader  all  over  the  world.  On 
Wed.,  Mar  31  she  will  be  appear- 
ing at  the  Leadership  Conference 
to  show  leadership  to  the  com- 
munity of  FSC.
